Province's 
centre ask 
slammed 


O Request to control negotiation with developer draws 
ire from councillors, mayor O ‘Surprises’ in provincial 
ask mean no financial info, decision until Nov. 9: CAO 


The province only wants an “equal part¬ 
nership” when it comes to funding the 
proposed downtown convention centre, 
Halifax regional councillors said yester¬ 
day. 

Council had its first look at the provin¬ 
cial government’s conditions for funding 
the proposed $159-million facility yester¬ 
day afternoon. The ask has the province 
taking over as the sole negotiator with de¬ 
veloper Rank Inc., as well as a property tax 
exemption for the new trade centre. 

That didn’t sit well with a number of 
councillors. “We don’t jump because the 
province says ‘frog,’” said Coun. Steve 
Streatch. “The ask, as presented in front of 
us today, is unacceptable.” 

Some took issue with being asked to be 
equal partners in funding the trade cen¬ 
tre, but having the province take over ne¬ 
gotiations. Others were concerned losing 
property taxes on the building, estimated 
at $ 1.2-million annually in a Gardner Pin¬ 
fold report. 

Coun. Stephen Adams went as far as ac¬ 
cusing the NDP Darrell Dexter govern¬ 
ment of attempting to sabotage the 
project. 


“What they want, in my 
opinion, is to look like 
they’re supporting 
something, and trying to 
appease everybody, and 
saying 'look, it’s HRM’s fault, 
we were all behind this.’”

Others were more understanding. 

“All that’s really happened is we’re dis¬ 
appointed in the first stage of the negotia¬ 
tions,” said Coun. Bill Karsten. “This is the 
first kick at the can. That’s what negotia¬ 
tion is.” 

Yesterday was the opening gambit in 
what looks to be a lively round of discus¬ 
sions between the province and HRM on 
the question of the convention centre.

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Soldier gets new trial in shooting 

CAPE BRETON POST 


A Glace Bay reservist con¬ 
victed of fatally shooting a 
close friend in Afghanistan 
in 2007 has won his appeal 
on charges of criminal neg¬ 
ligence causing death and 
negligent performance of a 
militaiy duty. 

In its order issued Mon¬ 
day, the Court Martial Ap¬ 
peal Court of Canada set 
aside Cpl. Matthew 
Wilcox’s guilty verdict and 
ordered a new general 
court martial on the two 
charges. 


Wilcox was found not 
guilty of the most serious 
charge of manslaughter. 

The ruling also stated 
the new trial will be 
presided over by a judge 
other than militaiy judge 
Maj. Peter Lamont, who 
presided over and sen¬ 
tenced Wilcox to four years 
in a federal prison during 
the court martial, which 
ran for nine weeks over the 
summer last year. 

Wilcox’s lawyers filed an 
appeal after the sentence 



was handed down on Sept. 
30, 2009, arguing the make¬ 
up of the militaiy juiy was 
unfair and that its mem¬ 
bers should have been per¬ 


mitted to view the scene of 
the shooting at Kandahar 
Airfield. 

Cpl. Kevin Megeney, 25, 
of Stellarton, died on an op¬ 
erating table in Kandahar 
after Wilcox fired a bullet 
through his chest March 6, 
2007. Based on several sol¬ 
diers’ testimony, Lamont 
said he was satisfied Wilcox 
and Megeney “were en¬ 
gaged in a consensual game 
of quick draw” inside the 
tent they shared. 

During the sentencing 


hearing, the judge said 
Wilcox violated the trust of 
his colleagues with his pat¬ 
tern of “negligent behav¬ 
iour” in Afghanistan by 
failing to unload his 
weapon at the main gate to 
Kandahar Airfield. 

Wilcox, 25, was released 
from the Springhill peni- 
tentiaiy Dec. 7, 2009, pend¬ 
ing appeal, and has been 
living with his parents in 
Glace Bay under court-im¬ 
posed conditions.

Extradited man 
may undergo 
psychiatric test 

O Glen Race extradited from U.S. to face charges in 
two murders © Crown to request moving trial to Halifax 


The lawyer for a Halifax 
man who was extradited 
from the United States to 
face two murder charges 
says he’s expecting his 
client will have to undergo 
a mental assessment. 

Glen Race will be ar¬ 
raigned today in Bridgewa¬ 
ter provincial court on 
first-degree murder in the 
deaths of Michael Knott 
and Trevor Brewster more 
than three years ago. 

Knott’s body was found 
on a wooded path in south¬ 
western Nova Scotia on 
May 5, 2007. Four days lat¬ 
er, Brewster’s body was 
found under a boardwalk 
at a lake in Halifax. 

Race’s lawyer, Joel Pink, 
says he expects that psychi¬ 
atrists will be asked to de¬ 
termine whether Race — 
who has been diagnosed 
with paranoid schizophre¬ 


nia — understands the pro¬ 
ceedings before him. 

“I will need to leave that 
up to the doctors,” Pink 
said in an interview yester¬ 
day. “I think he will have to 
go for a (mental) fitness 
hearing.” 

Race was returned to 
Canada on Friday from the 
U.S., where he has been 
serving a life sentence for 
the May 10, 2007, murder 
of Darcy Manor, ofMooers, 
N.Y. 

Race’s mother, Donna, 
said she's hopeful the court 
proceedings will assist the 
families of Knott and Brew¬ 
ster. 

“It’s about finding clo¬ 
sure for the other families, 
who are in our prayers and 
thoughts continuously,” 
she said. She said she and 
her husband will attend 
the hearings and hope to 


visit their son. 

“We want the best for 
our son, and we want to be 
sure he’s going to be in 
good hands ... We do love 
him and support him.” 

When Race went to 
court for his U.S. trial, he 
sometimes appeared di¬ 
shevelled, disoriented and 
at times had a spit guard 
wrapped around his 
mouth. 

Pink says when he visit¬ 
ed Race on Sunday he was 
impressed by the improve¬ 
ment in his client’s appear¬ 
ance, saying he looks like 
“a clean cut young man.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
province’s Public Prosecu¬ 
tion Service says Race will 
be returned to the U.S. to 
serve his sentence when 
the Canadian proceedings 
are over.

Pollutants harming 
ecosystems: Report 


Quebec passes 
controversial law 


A multi-year study by the 
federal government has 
produced a troubling re¬ 
port card on Canada’s ma¬ 
rine life. 

There are vanishing 
species, warming ocean 
temperatures and a flood 
of contaminants, accord¬ 
ing to the document from 
the federal fisheries de¬ 
partment. 

The report was released, 
without fanfare, this sum¬ 
mer. 

The information sur¬ 
faces as Canada joins dele¬ 
gates from more than 190 
countries in Japan for the 


two-weelc-long UN biodi¬ 
versity conference. 

Countries are expected 
to negotiate new targets to 
protect the world’s ecosys¬ 
tems and save species from 
extinction. 

One biodiversity expert 
says the report card is a re¬ 
minder of how Canada has 
failed to live up to the UN’s 
modest 2002 goal of reduc¬ 
ing species loss.

U.S. finds 
hundreds 
of safety 
violations 

Federal inspectors is¬ 
sued nearly 600 citations 
for safety violations 
found at 30 problem 
mining operations 
across the United States 
in September, the Mine 
Safety and Health Ad¬ 
ministration said yester¬ 
day. 

The violations turned 
up during an inspection 
blitz begun after the 
deaths of 29 miners at 
Massey Energy Co.’s Up¬ 
per Big Branch mine in 


West Virginia on April 5. 

Four other Massey 
mines were among 30 
around the country that 
MSHA selected for extra 
inspections in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Inspectors found the 
violations during inspec¬ 
tions targeting 30 trou¬ 
bled mining operations 
in 15 states stretching 
from Connecticut to Cal¬ 
ifornia and Florida to 
Idaho. 

“We are beginning to 
see signs of improve¬ 
ment at some mines, an 
indication that these im¬ 
pact inspections are 
making a difference,” 
MSHA director Joe Main 
said. 

“Some continue to vi¬ 
olate standards and 
place miners at risk.”

The Conference Board has 
lowered its forecast for 
Canada’s growth next year, 
saying domestic spending 
has cooled and the U.S.

Vatican declares 
Homer a Catholic 

O The Simpsons’ producer says the television program clearly shows Homer is not Catholic 
O It’s the latest example of the Vatican’s efforts to be more relevant to younger generations 


The Vatican newspaper 
has declared that Homer 
Simpson is part of the 
Pope’s flock — a claim that 
leaves The Simpsons TV 
producer baffled. 

“Few people know it 
and he does everything to 
hide it but it is true: 
Homer J. Simpson is 
Catholic,” L’Osservatore 
Romano wrote in its week¬ 
end edition. 

Last December, the 
newspaper praised the 
show on its 20th anniver¬ 
sary for its philosophical 
leanings and irreverent 
take on religion. 

The weekend story was 
the latest example of the 
Vatican paper’s efforts to 


be more relevant in the 
past few years. 

It follows stories not 
only lauding Harry Potter 
but even praising the Bea¬ 
tles and waxing philo¬ 
sophical about John 
Lennon’s boast that the 
British band was more 
popular than Jesus. 

The paper quoted an 
analysis by a Jesuit priest, 
the Rev. Francesco Occhet- 
ta, discussing Homer and 
Bart’s conversion in a 2005 
episode after meeting with 
a sympathetic priest, Fa¬ 
ther Sean, voiced by actor 
Liam Neeson. 

Osservatore says the 
analysis shows that behind 
the TV program’s jokes are

themes “linked to the 
sense and quality of life.” 

“The Simpsons’ remain 
among the few programs 
for children in which the 
Christian faith, religion 
and the question of God 
are recurring themes,” it 
said. “The family recites 
prayers together before 
meals and, in its own way, 


believes in heaven.” 

While noting that The 
Simpsons often takes jabs 
at religious figures, it said 
parents should not be 
afraid to let their children 
watch “the adventures of 
the little guys in yellow.” 

But the show’s producer 
told Entertainment Week¬ 
ly the Vatican may have 
gone a step too far in its 
analysis of the satire, not¬ 
ing that Homer and Bart 
only consider converting 
in the 2005 episode. 

Jean noted that the 
Simpson family attends 
the First Church of Spring- 
field, “which is decidedly 
Presbylutheran.” 

“We’ve pretty clearly 


shown that Homer is not 
Catholic,” he told the en¬ 
tertainment website. “I re¬ 
ally don’t think he could 
go without eating meat on 
Fridays for even an hour.” 

But L’Osservatore would 
seem to take that in stride, 
too. 

“Skeptical realism 
seems to prevail in the 
Simpson stories,” it wrote. 

“Young generations of 
television watchers are ed¬ 
ucated to not let them¬ 
selves be fooled. The 
moral? None. But one 
knows that a world with¬ 
out easy illusions is a more 
human world and, per¬ 
haps, more Christian.”

O Avett Brothers vow to stay on their toes as album takes shape 



The Avett Brothers’ break¬ 
through album, I and Love 
and You, came out on Sept. 
29, 2009, exactly one year 
before our interview with 
singer and multi-instru¬ 
mentalist Scott Avett. 

So what’s the band do¬ 
ing to celebrate the an¬ 
niversary? 

“I guess,” says Avett, up¬ 
on quick reflection, “mak¬ 
ing another record, right?” 

The band is not quite 
ready for the studio 
though. They just released 
an in-concert collection 


called “Live, Volume 3” 
last week, which clearly 
demonstrates how much 
growth can happen on the 
stage for this band. 

The songs from their 
2009 album have matured 
especially well thanks to 
their year on the road. And 
the band — which also in¬ 
cludes Scott’s brother Seth 
on vocals, guitar and piano 
as well as bassist and 
singer Bob Crawford — 
agrees that they like to 
know how a song works in 
the live setting before they 


commit it to disc. 

“We’ve got a ton of 
songs that we’d love to 
record, but I think there’s 
a lot to be said for being 
content and figuring out 
how to sit back and let 
those songs become what 
they will and develop natu¬ 
rally,” he says. 

“They start to breathe 
and nuances happen. 
Great accidents happen, 
and the songs really dic¬ 
tate what they’ll become. 
You’ve just got to play 
them.” 


I and Love and You was 
produced by Rick Rubin 
and not entirely road-test¬ 
ed when they went into 
record with him. Avett 
says that this really 
worked for the album, but 
they want to do the next 
one differently. 

“I and Love and You was 
a big learning experience 
and a big change for us in 
the way we recorded it. We 
gave up some control in¬ 
tentionally, and we were 
proud to do so,” he says.. 

“We wanted to step out 


of our comfort zone, and 
we did. And we’re kind of 
coming back to it, to take 
chances on stage — and 


bringing things to the 
stage that you don’t really 
know is how you get to de¬

Ryan Bingham’s latest al¬ 
bum, Junky Star, seems in¬ 
spired by Jeff Bridges’ 
Crazy Heart character Bad 
Blake, an alcoholic former 
country music superstar 
on his way down and out. 

Not so, says Bingham, 
the 29-year-old singer- 
songwriter responsible for 
the film’s Golden Globe 
and Oscar-winning song, 
The Weary Kind. 

“I was thinking of when 
you’re looking through a 
junkyard and among all 
the trashed cars you find a 
really special cool car.

Even so, it was business 
as usual for Bingham and 
his band, Dead Horses. 

“He didn’t tell us to do 


anything. He just got us all 
in the studio with all these 
amazing guitars and cool 
old amps and we played 
around, trying different 
guitar sounds.” 

“We tracked the whole 
record in three days. I 
don’t want to say it was 
easy, but it was that 
smooth.” 

Like Bad Blake, Ryan 
Bingham and the Dead 
Horses’ music is more out¬ 
law country than main¬ 
stream Nashville pop. 

The more revved-up 
songs of Junky Star sit easi¬ 


ly with the likes of the 
roclcabilly-based tunes of 
early Kings of Leon, before 
the stylists came on board 
and cut into their hick 
charm.

THE HEART OF CUBA 

History is Alive in Santa Clara 



THE CENTRE OF THE 
ISLAND 

Santa Clara is the capital of Villa Clara, one 
of several provinces located in Cuba's 
central region. Today a city of about 
240,000 people, Santa Clara figured 
prominently in the overthrow of General 
Fulgencio Batista by the forces of Fidel 
Castro in 1958. Batista fled only 12 hours 
after revolutionary leader Ernesto Che 
Guevara captured the city, ending the war. 

Santa Clara commemorates this period in 
many ways. The bodies of Guevara and 1 6 
of his troops now rest in the city's 
Che Guevara Mausoleum, part of a 
memorial 


site that includes a large square for parades 
and rallies, an eternal flame, a nearly 7-m 
(22-ft) bronze statue of the revolutionary 
leader, and a museum dedicated to his life. 

Not far away is the Armored Train Park- 
Museum. This attraction is a reminder of one 
of the pivotal moments in the Battle of Santa 
Clara, when Guevara and his troops 
derailed an armoured train filled with 
enemy combatants and supplies. The cars 
still stand, as does the bullet-ridden 
bulldozer used to tear up the track. Tourists 
can explore them all. 

THE CENTRE OF THE CITY 

Santa Clara is the centre of 
Cuba, and Parque Vidal is the 
centre of Santa Clara. This 
busy plaza, covering one city 
block, was planned and built 
more than 300 years ago 
along traditional Spanish 
lines. The space is surrounded 
by monuments and 
architecture in a variety of 
styles; within, it features cafes 
and bustling foot traffic. If 
you visit on a weekend, 
enjoy the tunes of Santa 
Clara's municipal orchestra, 
which plays in the Glorieta 
(gazebo), erected in 1911.

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Book reflects local food philosophy 



To cook like the world’s best 
chef you might try his 
recipe for snails, which in¬ 
structs the reader to feed 
them lettuce for a couple of 
days, put them in a pan of 
water, and bring it to a boil, 
“making sure that the snails 
don’t escape.” 

It’s not your typical cook¬ 
book entiy. But Rene 
Redzepi is hardly your typi¬ 
cal cook. 

At age 32, he is the chef 
of the moment, ever since 
his Copenhagen restaurant, 
Noma, grabbed first place 
on Restaurant Magazine’s 
list of the world’s 50 best 


restaurants last spring. He 
stole the spotlight from 
perennial “it” restaurant el- 
Bulli in Spain and estab¬ 
lished with surprising 
suddenness the supremacy 
of a movement known as 
neo-Nordic cuisine. 

When Noma opened sev¬ 
en years ago, Danish col¬ 
leagues mocked Redzepi for 
his pledge to use indigenous 
ingredients in a region 
where veiy little grows, and 
where haute cuisine was ei¬ 
ther French or Italian. 

But Redzepi stubbornly 
resisted, foraging for wild 
herbs and experimenting 


with Icelandic cheese and 
Norwegian razor clams. Yet 
he felt he was still cooking 
in a style borrowed from the 
places he had trained, in¬ 
cluding elBulli. 

Redzepi’s culinaiy 

epiphany came while he 
was hunting for muskox in 
Greenland, the temperature 
a frigid -48 C. “It was healthy 
to take time out and think, 
‘Why I am doing these 
things?”’ he said. “Suddenly 
I could put a word to it, that 
the main thing people 
should experience is a sense 
of time and place.” 

Now, eveiy dish he cre¬ 


ates is a microcosm of its ori¬ 
gins, a little piece of nature 
on a plate. 

Last month, Redzepi re¬ 
leased a much-anticipated 
cookbook, Noma: Time and 
Place in Nordic Cuisine 
(Phaidon), with a book tour 
that took him around the 
globe. 

The book features 200 
photos, portraits of farmers, 
a diaiy from the early days, 
and recipes (though the av¬ 
erage cook might be over¬ 
whelmed by the prospect of 
tracking down sea buck¬ 
thorn or chasing snails).

T oday, much of 
the workforce 
views itself as 
being bullied or 
harassed.

was caught gossiping 
about the manager’s 
former wife. Disotel 
disagreed with being disci¬ 
plined, believing that Kraft 
sided with his manager in 
a non-workplace dispute. 

Soon afterwards, Diso¬ 
tel’s coworkers began razz¬ 
ing him, asking if he was 
involved in a sexual 
relationship with his man¬ 
ager and questioning his 
sexual orientation. 

Disotel complained to 
his supervisor on several 
occasions, but instead of 
reporting the conduct to 
Kraft’s human resources 
department, the supervi¬ 
sor told him that the com¬ 
ments would stop if he 
didn’t react to them. 

Fed up with his supervi¬ 
sor’s lack of response to 
his concerns, Disotel 
retained a lawyer and told 
his supervisor he was con¬ 
templating filing a harass¬ 
ment complaint. 

Disotel was told that a 
complaint could lead to 
his termination. Believing 
that Kraft would not fairly 
investigate the situation, 
Disotel went on sick leave 
and never returned. Even¬ 
tually he sued Kraft, 
claiming that he had effec-

tively been fired. 

At a recent trial, the 
judge sided with Disotel 
agreeing that he had effec¬ 
tively been fired and criti¬ 
cizing Kraft’s handling of 
the matter. Although 
Kraft performed an inves¬ 
tigation, it fell far short of 
the standards required for 
it to be fair. 

Kraft did not interview 
a number of witnesses and 
drew conclusions, which 
led the judge to believe 
the company was not im¬ 
partial to Disotel’s 
complaint. 

Disotel was awarded 
one year’s severance and 
his legal costs. 

The human resources 
lessons are clear: No work¬ 
place complaint, however 
trivial, should be ignored 
by management. Further, 
although harassment is in 
the eyes of the beholder, 
employees should not fear 
reprisal for raising their 
concerns. Often, the 
judge sees it the same 
way.

Smaller classes are popular 
with parents and teachers; 
however, because reducing 
class size is a very expen¬ 
sive undertaking, running 
into hundreds of millions 
of dollars each year in a 
large province, it is impor¬ 
tant to compare this strate¬ 
gy with other alternatives 
for improving student out¬ 
comes. 

Many studies have been 
done on the impact of class 
size on teaching practices 
and on student outcomes. 
Although this research in¬ 
evitably contains some 
conflicting findings, there 
is a significant agreement 
on some major points:

• Smaller classes in pri- 
maiy grades have been 
linked with somewhat bet¬ 
ter student outcomes, but 
the evidence is much 
weaker above the primary 
level. 

• Smaller classes may 
have the greatest positive 
impact on students with 
the greatest educational 
needs. 

• Academic gains for 
students from smaller 
classes depend on changes 
in teaching practices, but 
smaller classes alone do 
not necessarily lead to 
changed teaching. Teach¬ 
ers need ongoing support 
to implement new ap¬ 
proaches for smaller class¬ 
es. 

• Fewer children mean 
more space for classroom 
activities and may reduce 
behavioural management 
issues. 


• Changing class size 
across a whole system is 
challenging. Teachers 
need to change what they 
do, more teachers are 
needed, more split grade 
classes may result (though 
there is no evidence that 


split grades are harmful to 
students) and more class¬ 
rooms are needed. 

Evidence to date sug¬ 
gests that smaller classes 
across an entire system are 
probably not the most cost- 
effective way to improve 


student outcomes when 
compared with, for exam¬ 
ple, investing the same 
money in improving teach¬ 
ing skills. However, the 
fact that both teachers and 
parents support smaller 
classes provides another 


kind of value. 

For parents, it is impor¬ 
tant to know the size of 
classes in your school but, 
even more, to understand 
the teaching and learning 
practices being used.

Dangerous 
NFL hits 
will bring 
suspension 

The NFL imposed huge 
fines yesterday on three 
players for dangerous and 
flagrant hits last weekend 
and warned that, starting 
with this week’s games, vi¬ 
olent conduct will be cause 
for suspension. 

Pittsburgh Steelers line¬ 
backer James Harrison was 
docked $75,000 US yester¬ 
day, while New England Pa¬ 
triots safety Brandon 
Meriweather and Atlanta 
Falcons comerbaclc Dunta 
Robinson will lose $50,000 
each. 

In the past, players were 
either fined or ejected for 
illegal hits. However, after 
the series of recent flagrant 
tackles, several of which re¬ 
sulted in concussions, the 
NFL ramped up the punish¬ 
ment. 

Football operations chief 
Ray Anderson indicated the 
suspensions could start im¬ 
mediately — that is, involv¬ 
ing play from last 
weekend’s games. Howev¬ 
er, NFL spokesman Greg 
Aiello said the league want¬ 
ed to give teams fair warn¬ 
ing and would send a 
memo today, outlining the 
changes. 

Ravens tight end Todd 
Heap took a vicious hit 
from Meriweather that 
Heap called “one of those 
hits that shouldn’t 
happen.” Robinson and the 
Eagles’ DeSean Jackson 
were knocked out of their 
game after a frightening 
collision in which 
Robinson launched himself 
head first to make a tackle.

For 2011, Subaru has given 
its sporty WRX a visual 
and dynamic shot in the 
arm, bringing it closer in 
line with its bigger bro, 
the 305 hp WRX STi. 

Since getting bumped 
to 265 hp in 2009, the all¬ 
wheel-drive WRX has been 
nothing short of an under¬ 
stated rocket, but its un¬ 
derpinnings have erred on 
the soft side. Now both 
four-door sedan ($32,495) 
and five-door hatch 
($33,395) get the STi’s 
wide-body treatment. This 
goes a long way in kicking 
the WRX up a few rungs 
on the look-at-me ladder. 
About the only people not 
thrilled with this would be 
current STi owners — just 
ask my friend Steve. 

A wider track for both 
front and rear wheels 
helps fill the bulging 
haunches as do wider 17- 


inch performance tires — 
up from 225 mm to 235 
mm. Factor in stiffer rear 
subframe bushings and 
the 2011 WRX is a sharper 
road tool. The chassis re¬ 
sponds quickly to inputs 
from the nicely weighted 
steering, there is less body 
roll than before yet the 


ride remains compliant. 
The symmetrical all-wheel- 
drive is set to a 50:50 front 
to rear split — Subaru 
saves the fancy adjustable 
bias for the STi. 

The WRX comes only as 
a five-speed manual. 
Purists rejoice. It’s a good 
one too, featuring positive 


shifts and progressive 
clutch take up. Yes, a six- 
speed would be nice 
(again, saved for the STi) 
but this flat-four has a 
pretty broad torque spec¬ 
trum (244 lb.-ft. at 4000 
r.p.m.) so you’re rarely 
caught flat footed. Fans of 
Subaru’s off-beat exhaust 


growl will be happy as this 
audio signature is front 
and centre when the Nike 
hits the firewall. And with 
a zero-100 km/h time of 
5.4 seconds, this puppy 
flies. 

The 2011 WRX gets re¬ 
vised interior trim, stan¬ 
dard Bluetooth with 
steering wheel controls, 
USB media interface, fresh¬ 
ened gauge cluster, new 
17-inch wheels, one touch 
up/down driver’s window 
and quad tailpipes. My 
tester featured the $3000 
Limited Package that adds 
leather, fog lights, power 
sunroof and Sirius satellite 
radio with a 3-month sub¬ 
scription. 

In this time of the ho¬ 
mogenized family sedan, 
the 2011 Subaru WRX 
makes for an intriguing 
option. Well priced, com¬ 
fortable, quite roomy and 
hugely entertaining, this 
all-wheel-drive sedan 
comes fully equipped with 
buckets of character.

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HYBRIDS: LOOKING FOR A FEW MORE BUYERS 



H ybrids have 
arrived, yes? 

Well, me 
thinks “yes” 
and “no.” 
Hybrid tech¬ 
nology has certainly 
arrived. 

They have proven to 
be more reliable and 
durable than originally 
perceived. 

And the technology 
keeps getting better. Con¬ 
sider the just-introduced 
2011 Hyundai Sonata Hy¬ 
brid, which flaunts the 
world’s first automotive 
application of a lithium 
polymer battery pack (de¬ 
veloped with its battery 


partner, and fellow Kore¬ 
an company, LG Chem). 

Their advantages over 
the nickel metal hydride 
battery packs in other 
midsize hybrids are 
many: more efficient; 
more compact; lighter; 
better cooling properties 
(requiring only air cool¬ 
ing system, instead of 
heavier liquid cooling). 

Unlike nickel metal 
hydride cells, or even 
lithium ion cells used in 
computers, which are 
cylindrical in shape, 
lithium polymer cells 
have a flat rectangle 
shape like a thin stack of 
paper. Seventy two of 



these rectangle cells are 
wired in series to 
produce a 1.4 kilowatt- 
hour battery back weigh¬ 
ing less than 100 
pounds. 

And I'm sure you've 
seen the advertising cam¬ 
paign for the Sonata Hy¬ 
brid, which is on current 
and heavy rotation on 
television. 

It makes much of the 
fact that the commercial 
was made with a “zero 
carbon footprint.” 

The Sonata Hybrid 
doesn’t arrive in Canada 


until January — still a 
few months away. 

How many of these 
technology and fuel-effi¬ 
cient wonders does 
Hyundai expect to sell 
each in 2011, and every 
year after that? About 
300 to 500. 

That seems like a 
small number, eh? But it 
corresponds to how 
hybrids variants current¬ 
ly fare in the overall mid¬ 
size segment. 

Currently Camry, Fu¬ 
sion, Malibu, and Altima, 
are all available with hy¬ 


brid versions, where they 
comprise only three per 
cent of overall midsize 
sales. (Four-cylinder mid¬ 
sizers dominate with a 71 
per cent share, while six- 
cylinder midsizers 
account for the remain¬ 
ing 26 per cent). 

The line on why they 
remain a niche product is 
that fuel prices are too 
low — that the rationale 
for purchase is based 
solely on calculations on 
how a hybrid's higher ini¬ 
tial costs will be offset by 
its lower fuel costs over 


the ownership period. 

What this says to me is 
that buyers will always 
pay a premium for style, 
power, luxury, brand, 
etc., but not, apparently, 
for the ability make a 
smaller carbon footprint. 
At least not yet. 

Also at work, I think, 
are fears about any vehi¬ 
cle with an expensive-to- 
replace battery. 

Whatever the case, hy¬ 
brids are still lurking in 
that middle ground, be¬ 
tween “glad to meet you” 
and “let’s do lunch.”

Suzuki is a small brand 
that’s huge on fun, recre¬ 
ation and creating some of 
the most popular machines 
in the enthusiast off-road 
community. With a prod¬ 
uct portfolio including 
cars, 4x4’s and an arsenal 
of recreational vehicles, the 
Japanese brand has earned 
a loyal following of repeat 
shoppers. 

The Suzuki XL7 was a 
family-ready 4x4 model 
that offered reasonable 
pricing and a rarity in the 
family SUV marketplace: 
real-world off-road 

prowess. Packed with a 
transfer-case 4x4 system, 
low-range gearing and a 
tough body-on-frame con¬ 
struction, it was ideal for 
shoppers after top levels of 
confidence on the road less 
travelled. Many of XL7’s 
owners say it impressed as 
an all-around performer 
that’s happy to tow a boat 
or tackle a trail.

a 2.7-liter V6 engine with 
170 to 185 horsepower, de¬ 
pending on the year in 
question. Earlier models in 
the 2001 to 2006 genera¬ 
tion got a five-speed manu¬ 
al transmission as 
standard, while a four or 
five-speed automatic was 
otherwise available or stan¬ 
dard depending on the 
year. 

What owners like 

Overall value, pricing, 
the manual-shift transfer 
case, the availability of a 
manual transmission and 
seven-passenger seating 
were some of the most 
common praise-points 
from existing XL7owners. 
Ride quality, interior com¬ 
fort, visibility and all-sur¬ 
face traction were highly 
rated by owners, too. 

What owners hate 

Common gripes are rela¬ 
tively scarce, and centre 
around awkward place¬ 


ment of some interior con¬ 
trols and the lack of a rear 
window release to open it 
separately of the tailgate. 
Finally, as with virtually 
any SUV, most drivers wish 
for better mileage. 

Common issues 

Have the underside in¬ 
spected for signs of exces¬ 
sive rust, scraping, dents or 
other damaged caused by 
careless off-roading. A thor¬ 
ough underbody inspection 
by a mechanic can also 
quickly reveal issues with 
chassis or suspension com¬ 
ponents, as well as fluid 
leaks that could indicate 
larger problems. Ensure the 
four-wheel drive transfer 
case system can engage and 
disengage all 4x4 modes as 
expected, too. 

Use a flashlight to in¬ 
spect for signs of oil leaking 
down the front or side of 
the engine. This may indi¬ 
cate a variety of gaslcet-re- 
lated problems that could 
be pricey to fix. 

The verdict 

End of the day, an afford¬ 
able used XL7 that passes 
all pre-purchase inspec¬ 
tions should deliver high- 
capability, high-value and 
wony-free travels for years 
to come.
